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During the five days from August 16 to 20, I met 
with five different groups of County Commissioners and 
County Attorneys to discuss with them the benefits of the 
proposed Gas Tax Amendment—which amendment is 
number one on November election ballot. 

These meetings were arranged at the request of the 
Executive Committee of the State Association of County 
Commissioners, which Committee felt that the Road De¬ 
partment was in a better position to analyze the probable 
effects of the Amendment than the County Officers. 

One of the first questions to arise, voiced at the first 
meeting which was held in Ft. Lauderdale on August 16, 
was the inquiry as to why I was spending so much time 
and effort in behalf of the Amendment since it was well 
known throughout the State that I would not be in a 
position of administering the additional road revenue that 
the Amendment would provide. I trust that the explana¬ 
tion of my interest was satisfactory. 

It is true that 1 do not expect to have any connection 
whatsoever with the spending of the additional revenue. 
If the Amendment is adopted the additional revenue will 
begin to accrue on July 1, 1949, the effective date of 
the Amendment. In the expected course of events I will 
have ceased being State Road Department Chairman some 
six months before that time. 

The reason for my support of the Gas Tax Amendment 
is the firm conviction that such amendment is sound, is 
equitable, is practical and is necessary to the develop¬ 
ment of the State. 

The primary purpose of the Amendment is to make 
more revenue, and assured revenue, available for road im¬ 
provement and upkeep, and road debt payment. At pres¬ 
ent the 7th cent gas tax, yielding around $6 million a 
year, is divided between the General Revenue fund and 
the County School fund. The Amendment would return 
this revenue to road usage. 

I would like the readers to consider some of the facts 
which support my earnest conviction that the Amendment 
should be adopted. 

First, a comprehensive analysis reveals the need for 
immediate improvements estimated to cost over $200,- 
000,000 on the State Maintained System alone, and this 


estimate does not include expensive urban connections for 
which some of the surveys are not complete. The State 
Maintained System of 8736 miles represents less than 
20% of the total road and street mileage in the State. 

Second, Florida is penalizing her motorists by diverting 
motor vehicle imposts to non-highway uses. At present 
22 states have constitutional amendments prohibiting the 
use of any motor vehicle imposts for non-highway pur¬ 
poses. In Florida 36% of the distributable motor vehicle 
imposts are diverted to non-highway use, as against 8% 
in the other southern states and 5% in the other United 
States. 

Adequate roads cannot be provided without excessive 
taxation of the motorists unless we can retain a greater 
part of their already high tax payments for road use. 

Third, the source of ad valorem tax revenue to im¬ 
prove local, farm to market, roads was greatly reduced 
by the liberal homestead amendment. The local road sys¬ 
tems have suffered in consequence. In Florida only 27% 
of the local roads are surfaced, as against 41% for the 
nation as a whole. Also, in Florida the local road share 
of motor vehicle imposts is only 12%, the most of which 
is used to pay old county road and bridge debts, while 
for the entire United States local roads get 24% of such 
imposts. 

Fourth, an examination into the financial condition 
convinces me that the state’s commitment for county 
schools support can readily be met without the gas tax 
income. The 1947 Legislature beyond doubt made certain 
the schools would not need the gas tax fund, before pro¬ 
posing the amendment. 

Fifth, even after the amendment is adopted Florida 
will still rank first in proportion and second in amount 
of motor vehicle imposts diverted, with all the tag fees 
(around $15,000,000) going to the school fund, besides 
other miscellaneous diversions. I believe, however, that 
the gas tax, if used only for roads and streets, can sup¬ 
port an adequate highway transportation system. 

The foregoing are some of the reasons why Amendment 
No. 1 on the General Election ballot should receive an 
affirmative vote. Your County Commissioners can supply 
you many more.

Dedication of the White City 
Bridge on State Road 71 in Gulf 
County as the Elgin Bayless Bridge 
on Tuesday, August 24, brought to¬ 
gether upwards of 1000 citizens and 
such a galaxy of state notables as is 
seldom seen on any occasion. Those on 
hand to pay tribute to Chairman Bay¬ 
less included Governor Millard Cald¬ 
well, Senator Claude Pepper, Con¬ 
gressman Robert Sikes, and, as prin¬ 
cipal speaker, retired Justice of the 
Supreme Court, Rivers H. Buford. 

Also on hand to honor the Road 
Department Chairman by their pres¬ 
ence on the flag draped speakers ’ 
stand were State cabinet members R. 
A. Gray, Secretary of State; J. Ed 
Larson, Treasurer; Nathan Mayo, 
Commissioner of Agriculture; C. M. 
Gay, Comptroller; J. Tom Watson, 
Attorney General; Colin English, Su¬ 
perintendent of Public Instruction; 
Major Olin Shivers, Senator-nominee 
of the Twenty-fifth District, of which 
Gulf County is a part; Senator Carl 
R. Gray, incumbent of the Twenty- 
fifth District; Rep. B. R. Burnsed of 


Baker County, Speaker Pro-Tem-des- 
ignate of the 1949 House of Repre¬ 
sentatives; Representative John Pea¬ 
cock of Sarasota County; Representa¬ 
tive C. H. Bourke Floyd of Franklin 
County; Representative J. Ed Stokes 
of Bay County; Representative-nomi¬ 
nee F. W. Bedenbaugli of Columbia 
County; Representative C. L. Clark 
of Calhoun County, and his successor, 
Representative - nominee Emory E.

Following the opening remarks by 
Representative George Tapper, who 
declared he believed the bridge 
“ means more to the people of Gulf 
County than anything else since the 
county was created/* Joe L. Sharit, 
Mayor of Port St. Joe and former 
Senator, took over as master of cere¬ 
monies. 

Mayor Sharit, before introducing 


the successive speakers, called atten¬ 
tion to the historical significance of 
the county, in which is the site where 
Florida’s Constitution was framed, 
and explained the importance of the 
bridge to the development of Gulf 
County and the surrounding area. 

Governor Caldwell said he person¬ 
ally appreciated ‘ ‘ the tribute you peo¬ 
ple are paying to my friend Elgin,” 
and went on to praise the record 
Chairman Bayless has made in ad¬ 
ministration of State Highway af¬ 
fairs. He said he was proud of the 
men he had appointed to offices, and 
especially members of the State Road 
Department. 

Senator Pepper and Congressman 
Sikes were also unstinted in compli¬ 
menting the Chairman and the Road 
Department on their accomplishments. 

Retired Justice Buford in the prin¬ 
cipal address characterized himself as 
the second father of Chairman and 
Mrs. Bayless, who were married in 
his home in Tallahassee in 1926, and 
stated he was partly responsible for

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ment tendered by Governor Caldwell. 
“This is one time when the job was 
seeking* the man, and not the man the 
job,” said he, “and it took all Gov¬ 
ernor Caldwell and I could do to talk 
Elgin into accepting.” “I believe,” 
the Judge continued, “he has estab¬ 
lished a record as Board Chairman 
that will stand for many years to 
come.” 

In his concluding remarks Judge 
Buford declared he thought it was 
only fitting that the Chairman be 
honored by having the structure bear 
his name. “The only thing is,” the 
Judge said, “you need a bigger bridge 
to typify the honor that is due him. 
The suit you gave is too small.” 

In thanking his friends in Gulf 
County and the Legislature for sug¬ 
gesting that the White City Bridge 
bear his name, Chairman Bayless said 
he accepted their action “as an ex¬ 
pression of confidence in the Road 
Department,” which he explained is 
trying to do a job in the best interest 
of all the State—to supply the most 
benefit to the greatest number of our 
citizens.

FLORIDA HIGHWAYS 











W. E. DEAN, Bridge Engineer, 
State Road Department 

The purpose of this paper will be 
to describe briefly and in a very gen¬ 
eral way the bridges on Florida’s 
highway system, showing what we ac¬ 
tually have and what we would like 
to have. These remarks are confined 
to structures on the State maintained 
system of approximately 8,700 miles 
of roads. 

In order to begin this description, 
a few statistics are needed and for 
these reference is made to the De¬ 
partment ’s biennial report ending De¬ 
cember 31, 1947. There will, of course, 
be a slight variation of these figures 
at the present time, but not enough 
to be significant. As of about 5 months 
ago, the report shows that there were 
2,688 bridges of all types and lengths 
within the system. The total length 
of all bridges was listed as 598,675 
linear feet or nearly 113.4 miles. In¬ 
dividual bridges vary in length from 
many 16-ft. single span timber struc¬ 
tures to the 7-mile bridge over Pid- 
geon Key and Moser Channel on the 
Overseas Highway. An average length 
of structure (the total length di¬ 
vided by the number of bridges) is 
223 ft. 

Of these 2,688 bridges, 1,538 or 
nearly 60% are of treated timber, gen¬ 
erally 20 years or more old, with 20- 
ft. roadways and originally designed 


The paper on Florida's Highway 
Bridges reproduced here was delivered 
by Mr. Dean at the Florida Highway 
Conference in Gainesville in May.

for 10-ton live loads. It can definite¬ 
ly be stated that practically all of 
these are obsolete and fall far short 
of present day highway needs, both 
in the matters of roadway width, and 
desirable live load capacity. Many of 
them, however, are located on our 
principal highways and carry some 
of the heaviest traffic, both in volume 
and weight that travels the State. 
Having been in service for an average 
length of time of better than 20 years, 
it is natural to assume that the origi¬ 
nal safe live load capacities have been 
somewhat reduced and most of them 
have been accordingly posted for 7- 
ton load limits. The traveling public 
has an almost scornful disregard for 
these postings and as a result of this, 
loads far in excess of what any bridge 
engineer would consider as safe are 
crossing them daily. Many of these 
bridges are being kept in service only 
by constant and expensive mainte¬ 
nance and renewals of decking, joists 
and cap sills. 

In spite of their present day obso¬ 


lescence it would be unfair to pass 
over the subject of these timber 
bridges without paying tribute to the 
service that they have rendered. They 
have actually proved to be the sound¬ 
est structural investment that the De¬ 
partment has ever made. They have 
served for 20 years or more as con¬ 
necting links that allowed the system 
of State roads to grow and spread 
with a minimum of cost for the re¬ 
quired bridges. Their first cost, 20 
years ago, averaged hardly more than 
$40 per linear foot of structure. Thru 
their service life maintenance costs 
have averaged hardly more than 25% 
of first cost. This would make their 
total cost thru a 20 year service life 
about $2.50 per foot per year and I 
know of no other material that could 
have bettered that. 

Of all the structural materials we 
work in, timber can stand more abuse 
in the way of overloading than any 
other. One of its known properties 
is that it can absorb repeated shock 
and impact and can stand repeated 
short time loads several times the 
normal allowable working loads. This 
valuable property has served to keep 
these structures in service for some 
years past as a failure is a rarity in 
spite of the excessive loads crossing 
them daily. 

In spite of this excellent service 
record the day of timber for general

use in highway bridges is—as I see it 
—definitely past. As stated previous¬ 
ly, the original cost of these 10-ton, 
20-ft. width bridges was about $40 
per foot. The same bridge today would 
cost about $125 per foot and for a 
15-ton, 28-ft. bridge the cost would 
probably be about $175 per foot. 
Bridges in all steel and reinforced 
concrete can be built for that. 

I well remember a large timber 
project that I worked on in 1932 at 
the depth of the depression. About 1 
million board feet of treated timber 
was used, of which some 60% was of 
12" x 14" cap sills, 27 ft. long and 
8" x 16" joists 20 ft. long. This tim¬ 
ber was furnished, treated, delivered 
to the job and installed, including all 
necessary hardware for $70 per mfbm. 
Timbers in those sizes in Southern 
Pines are practically unobtainable to¬ 
day and if required in any consider¬ 
able quanitity they could hardly be 
gotten at all except in Douglas Fir 
from the Pacific Coast. They would 
probably cost from $350 to $400 per 
mfbm in place. Twenty years ago 
treated timber piles averaged in cost 
about $1.00 per ft. in place and were 
obtainable in lengths up to 100 ft. I 
can remember a large project on 
which they were placed for $0.57 per 
ft. Today their cost is from $2.75 to 
$4.00 per foot depending on quantity 
and lengths required and they are 
very difficult to obtain in lengths 
greater than 40 to 45 feet. 

For these reasons we are not build¬ 
ing in timber except in temporary 
structures where we can use salvaged 
or untreated materials or in special 
installations as navigation fenders at 
draw bridges where some definite 
property of timber—as in this case 
its ability to absorb shock—is desired. 
So much for the 1599 timber struc¬ 
tures. 

Now, let’s consider briefly 340 
structures of what I consider to be a 
greatly and unjustly maligned type. 
I refer to what we call the TSC type 
or a trestle structure with treated 
timber piles and a deck of either all 
reinforced concrete or I-Beam joists 
and concrete slab. While I am not a 
very strong advocate of this type of 
structure at present, it has served and 
is serving a useful purpose and will 
undoubtedly continue to do so for 
years to come and at a cost which is 
reasonable for the service rendered. 
Most of its critics take a cursory 


glance at such a structure and see 
what appears to be a permanent top 
on a perishable bottom and immedi¬ 
ately conclude that it is all “hay¬ 
wire”. They fail to take into con¬ 
sideration the facts that its first cost 
is little more than timber, that a high 
type practically maintenance-free rid¬ 
ing surface is obtained, that the serv¬ 
ice life of the timber piles should be 
increased considerably more than in 
an all-timber structure and that the 
yearly cost will possibly be actually 
less than that of a comparable timber 
bridge. Its cost of approximately % 
of what used to be considered “per¬ 
manent construction” has made pos¬ 
sible the construction of high type, 
rattle-free crossings at many locations 
where funds would not have been 
available for more expensive types. 

Before the war this type of struc¬ 
ture cost in the neighborhood of $65 
per linear foot of H-15, 24-ft. road¬ 
way bridge, and I can remember back 
to 1934 when the three mile trestle 
of this type across Apalachicola Bay 
was placed for $44 per foot. Of course, 
like all building, its cost has gone up 
more than 100% to about $140 per 
foot today. 

As stated above, it is believed that 
the timber piles will have a consider¬ 
ably longer life in this type of bridge 
than in an all-timber structure. From 
long experience we have found that 
timber piles usually fail first in the 
heads and from there for 2 or 3 feet 
down. Early failures in the bodies 


of the piles are rare. In the TSC struc¬ 
ture the head of the pile is much bet¬ 
ter protected under a concrete deck 
than under a leaky timber deck. All 
of these structures have been built 
within the last 16 years, during which 
time methods and inspection of treat¬ 
ment have been greatly improved over 
practices of 20 to 25 years ago. We 
know that treated piles in timber 
structures have lasted 20 to 25 years 
and with better protection and treat¬ 
ment in the TSC jobs it seems safe 
to predict that the piles should last 
30 to 35 years when used with timber 
caps and possibly 40 years when used 
with concrete caps. With this in¬ 
creased life, the average yearly cost is 
therefore no more than for an H-10 
timber bridge. 

There is an exception in this ex¬ 
pected service life of timber piles and 
some instances in which their use in 
TSC structures has been unwise. 
These are installations in salt water 
where teredo or marine borer infes¬ 
tations are heavy. Some years ago, 
with less experience, we thought creo- 
soted piles to be immune from attack 
by these varmints. To our sorrow we 
have found ourselves wrong in this 
for we have some locations—but by 
no means all salt water locations— 
where, in spite of the treatment, con¬ 
siderable depreciation from borer ac¬ 
tion has taken place in as short a time 
as 10 years. Some of these bridges 
are being kept in service by an ex¬ 
pensive process of jacketing with con-

Crete from the high tide mark down. 

However, it is to be expected that 
some of these will give continued 
trouble and will require replacement. 

In spite of the excellent service and 
low cost of this type of structure, it, 
like the all-timber bridge, has a very 
limited use in our present practice. 

The principal reason for this is the 
scarcity and current high price of 
good timber piles. Where rock is avail¬ 
able for foundation material steel H- 
sections cost very little more than 
timber piles. In sand and clay we 
have developed the use of 12" square 
concrete piles driven in lengths of up 
to 55 feet with a drop hammer and 
thus not requiring the expensive 
steam plant usually associated with 
concrete piles. 

So much for the 340 TSC struc¬ 
tures. 

We have now discussed 1,538 tim¬ 
ber bridges and 340 TSC bridges or 
a total of 1,939 out of 2,688 leaving 
810 structures of so-called permanent 
construction. That assumption of per¬ 
manency has proved in practice to be 
most fallacious and in fact we have 
reasons to wish that some of them were 
built in less permanent construction. 

Without making an actual count, it 
is safe to say that at least half of these 
so-called permanent structures have 
become so depreciated or so obsolete 
that they are in need, either of com¬ 
plete replacement or of major re¬ 
vision. 

The worst bugaboo is narrow road¬ 
way widths; then comes serious de¬ 
preciation of steel members on Coun¬

comparable new structure on a new 
location. The Contractor has no room 
to work in, his liability hazard goes 
up, old parts have to be torn out 
and we wind up with a structure part 
old and part new. We do have the 
advantage generally of being able to 
utilize the old structures for limited 
passage of traffic, during the revision, 
and thereby avoid the necessity of 
having to provide detours. 

One advantage our predecessors of 
20 to 25 years ago had over us was 
in not having to provide, during con¬ 
struction, for the heavy traffic we 
now have. We don’t dare to allow con¬ 
struction to interfere seriously with 
traffic today and this in many cases 
means the construction of detour 
bridges, which, at present prices, can 
easily cost 50% of the cost of a new 
bridge. Thus, although widening may 
not give us an ideal structure, its fi¬ 
nal cost when compared with the cost 
of a new structure, plus the cost of a 
detour, plus the cost of complete re¬ 
moval and disposal of an old struc¬ 
ture, makes its use justified. 

As stated previously, many of the 
bridges were originally built by the 
Counties and later taken into the 
State system. County maintenance, 
particularly of steel structures over 
salt water, has been woefully lax. In 
many cases steel bridges have been 
turned over to us, actually at the 
point of collapse. Fortunately, the De¬ 
partment has a very capable crew of 
bridge mechanics with good equip¬ 
ment and by cleaning, cutting, patch- 
(Continued on Page 15) 


ty bridges which have been placed in 
our system. Then we have a few cases 
of disintegrated concrete and a good¬ 
ly number built for light and obso¬ 
lete load limits. Included in this class 
are 139 draw bridges, many of them 
County-built and later absorbed into 
the State system. About half of these 
draw bridges, besides being of light 
construction and in depreciated con¬ 
ditions, are built to clearances now 
considered inadequate by the U. S. 
Department of the Army and we don’t 
know how long they will permit us 
to keep them in service. 

For correcting the defects of these 
so-called permanent bridges, each has 
to be investigated and the appropri¬ 
ate method has to be based on the re¬ 
quirements for each individual struc¬ 
ture. Renovation, widening, strength¬ 
ening and underpinning call for much 
more technical ingenuity than new 
construction and we all-too-frequently 
find ourselves baffled and groping in 
the dark. 

Concrete bridges of narrow width 
but sound construction on good loca¬ 
tions we can widen. In fact, contracts 
for widening about 70 of these (most¬ 
ly small structures of 75 feet or less 
in length) have been let in the past 
two years and many of them com¬ 
pleted. However, we pay “thru the 
nose” for this type of work. At pres¬ 
ent day prices it costs nearly twice 
what the original bridge cost, 20 years 
ago, to widen from a roadway width 
of 20 feet to 28 feet. Performed un¬ 
der traffic, such a widening costs 
about 80% of present day costs of a

Fifteen members of the engineering 
staff of the Florida State Road De¬ 
partment have completed the first of 
a series of 12 week courses held at the 
University of Florida under the spon¬ 
sorship of the Department of Civil 
Engineering. This cooperative train¬ 
ing program is unique, and is be¬ 
lieved to be the first of its kind in 
the United States, 

Florida like many other states, has 
had difficulty in carrying out its tre¬ 
mendous post-war highway program 
because of the lack of a sufficient 
number of adequately trained engi¬ 
neering personnel. The increase in 
private construction activity, along 
with that in other forms of public 
work, has led to open competition for 
the services of the professional and 
sub-professional personnel required 
for completion of the state highway 
program. 

Faced with this difficulty, officials 
of the State Road Department con¬ 
ceived the idea of effecting a partial 
solution to the problem by amplifying 
the professional training of men al¬ 
ready employed by the Department. 
It was felt that such training would 
increase the general effectiveness of 
professional and sub-professional per¬ 


sonnel, and result in a higher level of 
professional activity within the De¬ 
partment, 

With this thought in mind, the idea 
of the cooperative training program 
was established. The objective of the 
training program is to train, over a 
period of years, virtually all the en¬ 
gineering personnel of the State Road 
Department, from the grade of rod- 
man up through that of Assistant Di¬ 
vision Engineer, in nearly all phases 
of highway design and construction. 
It is hoped that the individual em¬ 
ployee will be able to attend a suf¬ 
ficient number of courses to permit 
him to become a Registered Profes¬ 
sional Engineer. 

During the spring of 1948, an¬ 
nouncement of the training course 
was made through the Division Engi¬ 
neers to all engineering personnel in 
the Department. Some 90 employees 
signified their interest in the training 
program. 

It was realized that those inter¬ 
ested came from all engineering 
grades within the Department, and 
that they varied greatly in age, edu¬ 
cation and engineering experience. It 
was therefore decided to give a classi¬ 
fication or “screen” test to those in¬ 
terested to supplement their person¬ 
nel records, and to permit division of 
the large group into smaller groups 
of similar education, experience and 


professional ability. Thus it could be 
assured that each group receiving 
training would derive the maximum 
benefit from the instruction given. 

The screen test itself contained 
some forty problems and questions, 
and was designed to be taken without 
the use of reference books. Included 
in the test were a number of mathe¬ 
matics problems, ranging from simple 
arithmetic through calculus; problems 
in mechanics, both static and fluid; 
and questions covering various as¬ 
pects of highway engineering. One 
day was allotted to the completion of 
the test. 

Answers to the test questions were 
then carefully evaluated by members 
of the staff of the Department of 
Civil Engineering. As was expected, 
there was a wide range in the total 
score of the individual tests. It was 
interesting to note that the results of 
the screen test seemed to be consist¬ 
ent with the factors of age, educa¬ 
tion and experience, and proved to be 
a great help in selecting groups for 
training. 

Careful evaluation of the screen 
test and personnel records led to the 
selection of those to be included in the 
first group. In general, these men 
were selected from the group having 
the highest score in the screen test. 
Men selected included draftsman, de¬ 
signers, project engineers and others 
in comparable positions. 

After considering its own organiza¬ 
tional needs, the Road Department fi¬ 
nally selected fifteen men for the

first course, and instruction of this 
group began on June 2, 1948. The 
Hoad Department continued to pay 
individual salaries of the men in 
training, plus a per diem allowance. 

The first course included instruc¬ 
tion in mathematics, elementary soil 
mechanics, elements of highway plan¬ 
ning, location and design, bituminous 
materials and bituminous paving mix¬ 
tures, and elementary mechanics. In¬ 
terest in the work was above that ex¬ 
pected and officials of the University 
have complimented the members of 
the first group for their attitude to¬ 
ward the short course and the volume 
of work covered during the 12 week 
period.

ing, welding and the use of many in¬ 
genious, expedients and much horse 
sense these bridges have been kept in 
service long after they otherwise 
would have fallen in. 

A number of reinforced concrete 
bridges have gone to pieces due to 
faulty construction, reinforcing steel 
not properly covered, poor concrete, 
etc. Others have given trouble from 
disintegration of what was thought 
to be good concrete. The general prob¬ 
lem of disintegration in concrete is 
now receiving much attention from 
the various State organizations, the 
Federal Public Roads Administration 
and other public bodies. While much 
more probably remains to be discov¬ 
ered in this connection, a few facts 
have been isolated, chief of which 


is that some of the aggregates com¬ 
monly employed when combined with 
high alkali reactive cements, result in 
volume changes in concrete which 
lead to disintegration. Our specifica¬ 
tions now restrict the use of such com¬ 
binations. 

A reinforced concrete bridge is the 
hardest of all structures to make sat¬ 
isfactory repairs on after the concrete 
starts breaking down. We have sev¬ 
eral methods in use, but at best they 
are only temporary expedients that 
retard eventual dilapidation. 

In the foregoing a brief description 
has been given of what we have as 
bridges. This may be summarized as 
2,688 bridges of all types. Of these, 
1,538 are of timber, 350 to 400 are 
obsolete permanent types and, with 
a scattering of TSC jobs giving trou¬ 
ble, this adds up to about 2,000 ob¬ 
solete structures and 700 adequate 
ones. As stated previously, these fig¬ 
ures are based on the period ending 
December 31, 1946. Records in the 
Bridge Department show that plans 
for 124 bridges have been completed 
in the past 17 months and most of 
these have been placed under con¬ 
tract. Most of these 124 bridge jobs 
cover widening or replacement of 
structures on the present system, 
which will modify the above figures 
to about 1,900 obsolete bridges and 
800 adequate ones. 

It is to be noted that these 1,900 
obsolete bridges are those in use now 
on the present system and do not in¬ 
clude any expansion of the system, 


neither does it include any County 
bridges to be taken into the system. 

All of the foregoing has consisted 
of what must have sounded like a ra¬ 
ther long and gloomy description of 
what we have in the way of bridges. 
What we would like to have will take 
much less space to tell. 

Briefly, on secondary roads we 
would like to have high type, low 
maintenance structures designed for 
H-15 live loads with 24-ft. roadways 
of construction as permanent as we 
know how to build and on locations as 
good as we can afford. On main high¬ 
ways for two-lane traffic we would 
like to have the highest type of struc¬ 
tures, designed for II-20 live loads, 
with 28-ft. roadways. Where 4 or 6 
lanes of traffic are to be accommodat¬ 
ed we would like multiples of the 
above construction either as single, 
wide bridges with suitable divided 
lanes or of separate structures pro¬ 
viding at least 14 feet for each lane. 

We are slowly working toward this 
end but the ultimate will probably 
never be reached and will cost many 
millions of dollars. I do not expect 
that either I or any successor I may 
have as Bridge Engineer for the State 
will ever be able to fold his hands and 
say that the bridges are built . I have 
no accurate idea of the ultimate cost 
of the present forseeable bridge needs 
of the State, but v^ould roughly guess 
at present prices not less than 100 
million dollars. This means that the 
Bridge Office of the State Road De¬ 
partment should be a busy place for 
many years to come.

County Activities and Personalities 


The West Coast's long planned inland 
waterway, scheduled to stretch from 
Tarpon Springs to Fort Myers, is near¬ 
ing a reality with the appointment of 
an engineer who will start work pre¬ 
liminary to acquiring rights-of-way for 
the project. 

Commissioners of the West Coast In¬ 
land Navigation District have appoint¬ 
ed Merrin Engineering Company as dis¬ 
trict engineer for the waterway. The 
district is made up of six counties — 
Hillsborough, Manatee, Sarasota, Pinel¬ 
las, Charlotte and Lee, each county be¬ 
ing represented by one county commis¬ 
sioner on the board. 

Dredging will begin at the Anclote 
River, Tarpon Springs, as soon as rights- 
of-way in that area are acquired, ac¬ 
cording to Commissioner Fred Ball of 
Hillsborough County. The project was 
approved several years ago in a con¬ 
gressional act which stipulated that 
work would begin when funds were 
available. Commissioner Ball predicts 
funds will be available when rights-of- 
way are acquired. 

• 

Broward County Commissioners have 
appropriated $15,000 for preliminary 
work on Florida’s flood control program. 
County Engineer H. C. Davis said the 
appropriation was made so preliminary 
engineering work could go forward with¬ 
out interruption. It is expected that 
Dade and Palm Beach Counties as well 
as the Everglades Drainage District will 
also appropriate like sums with an ad¬ 
ditional $60,000 expected from the In¬ 
ternal Improvement Board. Army En¬ 
gineers will use the $120,000 in prelimi¬ 
nary work on the multi-million dollar 
overall flood control plan. Davis said 
additional funds from Washington would 
not be available until Congress meets 
and that the local contributions would 
enable work to proceed in the mean¬ 
time.

Pinellas County joined by Hillsbor¬ 
ough, Polk, Pasco, Sarasota and Mana¬ 
tee will stage a celebration September 
8, when Mullet Key will be dedicated 
as a West Coast resort. Pinellas County 
Commissioners are extending special in¬ 
vitations to civic, municipal and county 
leaders in these counties for the offi¬ 
cial opening of the Key. The county 
commission won a special act from Con¬ 
gress authorizing the War Department 
to sell Mullet Key to the county after 
working for more than 10 years to get 
the chain of islands in Tampa Bay for 
a resort. With the completion of the 
county’s long-range plan, which includes 
a causeway to be built from the island 
to the proposed Pinellas-Manatee bridge 


across lower Tampa Bay, this over-wa¬ 
ter route will place Mullet Key within 
easy riding distance for residents of 
surrounding counties. According to Com¬ 
missioner Andrew Potter very little im¬ 
provements are needed to convert the is¬ 
land into “the West Coast’s number one 
resort” since building, docking facili¬ 
ties and more than four miles of ex¬ 
cellent beaches are available now.

Suwannee County’s new hospital held 
“open house” on Saturday, August 14. 
Although opening day was yet two days 
away the hospital was running in 
smooth operation even in the midst of 
constant callers conducted in group 
tours of the plant and with several pa¬ 
tients already in the hospital who had 
been readied by the Gray Ladies “for 
company.”

MEETING HELD AT TALLAHASSEE JULY 26, 1948 


The Third Quarterly meeting of the State Road 
Department of Florida was held at Tallahassee 
on the 26th day of July A. D. 1948, with all Mem¬ 
bers present, as follows: Chairman F. Elgin Bay¬ 
less, Courtney Campbell, S. Kendrick Guernsey, 
Herman B. Fultz and Robert T. Carleton.

APPROVAL OF MINUTES 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Carle- 
ton, the Minutes of the meeting held at Talla¬ 
hassee on May 10 were approved. 

CREATION OF NEW TITLE UNDER 
ENGINEERS 

The Board gave consideration to the request 
from Mr. W. M. Parker, Division Engineer of 
Research and Records, that a new title, Assist¬ 
ant Traffic Engineer, be set up under ENGINEERS 
in the Classification of Titles and Salaries Man¬ 
ual, with a salary rate of $250 to $350. On mo¬ 
tion of Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. Fultz, 
the request was approved and the additional 
title, with salary rate as stated, authorized.

It hereby approves the location and the pro¬ 
posed construction of said roads by the Florida 
State Improvement Commission, as shown on 
preliminary surveys, plans and maps prepared 
by the State Road Department. 

— 2 — 

It hereby authorizes and directs the Chairman 
and Secretary of the Department to forthwith 
execute for and on behalf of the State Road 
Department a lease-purchase agreement with the 


Florida State Improvement Commission covering 
said roads in the words and figures as follows. 

LEASE-PURCHASE AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
THE FLORIDA STATE IMPROVEMENT 
COMMISSION AND THE STATE ROAD 
DEPARTMENT OF THE STATE OF FLOR¬ 
IDA, COVERING ROADS IN GILCHRIST 
COUNTY 

THIS AGREEMENT, Made and executed in 
duplicate this 26th day of July, A. D. 1948, by 
and between the FLORIDA STATE IMPROVE¬ 
MENT COMMISSION, hereinafter referred to as 
the “Lessor,” and the STATE ROAD DEPART¬ 
MENT OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA, herein¬ 
after referred to as the “Department,” 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to the Authority of Chap¬ 
ter 22821, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1945, and 
Chapter 420 of the Florida Statutes of 1941, and 
Chapter 23758, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1947, 
the Lessor is authorized to construct roads in 
Gilchrist County more particularly hereinafter 
described, and the Department has agreed to 
construct the same for and on behalf of the 
Lessor, and 

WHEREAS, Said roads will serve an important 
State and County need, and 

WHEREAS, By authority of said Chapter 22821, 
Laws of Florida, Acts of 1945, and Chapter 420 
of the Florida Statutes of 1941, and Chapter 
23758, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1947, said Lessor 
is authorized to lease or sell said roads, and 
WHEREAS, It is deemed by the parties hereto 
that the lease-purchase of said roads as herein 
provided is highly advisable and for the best 
interest of the State of Florida and the County 
of Gilchrist. 

NOW, THEREFORE, WITNESSETH: That for 
and in consideration of the sum of One ($1.00) 
Dollar this day paid by each party hereto to 
the other, the receipt whereof is hereby ac¬ 
knowledged, and in further consideration of the 
mutual and dependent covenants of the par¬ 
ties hereto and other good and valuable consid¬ 
erations as hereinafter set forth, the said Lessor 
does by these presents lease to the said De¬ 
partment, its successors and assigns: 

State Road No. 340 from SR 341 to SR 
49, a distance of 7.2 miles; also State 
Road No. 337 from SR 47 east and south 
to SR 26, a distance of 10.1 miles, 
said lease to take effect from the date of the 
completion of the construction of said roads and 
to extend for a period of twenty-five (25) years 
or until all of said bonds hereinafter described, 
or any refunding issues thereof, have been paid 
in full. 

The said Lessor further agrees that it will, 
at the earliest possible date, after having com¬ 
plied with all legal requirements, offer for sale 
and sell to the highest and best bidder $250,000.00 
FLORIDA STATE IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION 
SERIES 17 GILCHRIST COUNTY ROAD REVE¬ 
NUE BONDS and that, immediately upon re¬ 
ceipt of the funds from the successful purchaser 
and after payment of all necessary expenses in 
connection with the preparation, issuance and 
sale of the bonds, including the fee of its 
fiscal agent, it will turn over the remainder 
of all monies received to the Department, said 
funds to be used by said Department exclusively 
in the construction of State Road as herein¬ 
before described, and for the purpose of paying 
principal and/or Interest charges on said bonds 
accruing prior to the date of completion of 
said roads. 

The Department, on its part, agrees to accept 
said funds from the Lessor and to immediately 
proceed with the construction of said State 
Road together with necessary bridges, in ac¬ 
cordance with its standard state road specifi¬ 
cations, and guarantees to complete said roads 
as quickly as is reasonably possible. The Depart¬ 
ment further agrees that in the event any prin¬ 
ciple and/or interest of any Florida State Im¬ 
provement Commission Gilchrist County Road 
Revenue Bonds shall become due and payable 
prior to the completion of said roads, the De¬ 
partment will pay such principal and/or in¬ 
terest out of these funds or from the proceeds 
of the 80% surplus gasoline tax accruing to 
Gilchrist County, to the State Board of Admin-

istration, not less than twenty (20) days prior 
to the dates upon which principal and/or in¬ 
terest shall become due and payable. 

The Department further declares that the 
necessary surveys for the construction of the 
roads have been made by said Road Department 
and that the amount to be derived from the 
sale of the revenue bonds in the sum of $250,- 
000.00 is sufficient to cover the estimated cost 
of the construction of said roads. In the event 
that there is a deficiency between the amount 
of funds available from the revenue bonds and 
the amount necessary to complete the project, 
the State Road Department agrees that it will 
pay from its own funds any such deficiency, 
and that the roads will be completed in accord¬ 
ance with the standard plans and specifica¬ 
tions of the Department. 

In consideration of this lease, the Depart¬ 
ment does hereby promise and agree to and 
with said Lessor as follows: 

— 1 — 

The Department will pay as rentals on said 
lease, not less than twenty (20) days prior to 
the dates on which any of the principal and/or 
interest of Florida State Improvement Com¬ 
mission Gilchrist County Road Revenue Bonds 
shall become due and payable, such sum or sums 
of money as shall be equal and sufficient to 
pay the said principal and interest upon said 
bonds as they severally become due, so long 
as any of such bonds or interest thereon (or 
refunding issues thereof) shall be outstanding 
and unpaid. Such rentals agreed to be paid by 
the Department shall be paid by the Depart¬ 
ment from Gilchrist County surplus gasoline 
tax funds as and when such surplus gasoline tax 
funds accrue, pursuant to the authority of 
Chapter 20555, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1941, 
and Section 16(c) Article IX of the State Con¬ 
stitution. Said rentals shall be paid by the 
Department directly to the State Board of 
Administration for administration and disposi¬ 
tion in accordance with the provisions of Chap¬ 
ter 21853, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1943. The 
Department agrees that its covenants herein to 
pay said rentals shall be construed as a first 
charge or prior commitment or lien upon and 
against said surplus gasoline tax funds which 
shall have priority over all other or subsequent 
charges, claims or commitments upon or against 
said funds. 

In addition to the payments outlined here¬ 
inabove, the Department will, upon completion 
of the construction of said roads, pay to the 
State Board of Administration any funds which 
it may have on hand, either in the construc¬ 
tion fund or in the 80% surplus gasoline tax 
funds credited to Gilchrist County, and it shall 
from time to time pay to the State Board of 
Administration any and all funds which it may 
receive from surplus gasoline tax funds to be 
credited to Gilchrist County. These payments 
shall be made to the State Board of Admin¬ 
istration as soon as received, and the payments 
shall continue until there shall be in the hands 
of the State Board of Administration a sum 
of money equal to the total amount of the prin¬ 
cipal and interest which shall fall due in the 
current fiscal year plus the total amount of the 
principal and interest which shall fall due in 
the two ensuing years, and after such an amount 
has been paid to the State Board of Administra¬ 
tion the Department will thereafter pay as 
rentals on said lease, not less than twenty 
(20) days prior to the dates on which any of 
the principal and/or interest on Florida State 
Improvement Commission Gilchrist County Road 
Revenue Bonds shall become due and payable, 
such monies required to pay such principal 
and/or interest, and will at the same time these 
payments are made pay any additional amount 
which may be necessary, so that there will be 
at all times in the hands of the State Board 
of Administration sufficient funds to pay cur¬ 
rent principal and interest plus a sum equal to 
the total bond principal and interest requirements 
for the two ensuing years. 

— 2 — 

It is mutually agreed that said rentals cov¬ 
enanted to be paid and the other considerations 
agreed to be performed by the Department rep¬ 


resent the fair rental and market value of said 
roads. 
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The Department will, solely at its expense out 
of state road funds, at all times during the 
continuance of this agreement maintain said 
roads in good repair and in sound operating con¬ 
dition and will make all necessary repairs, re¬ 
newals, reconstruction and replacements. 

When the Department shall have performed 
all the covenants hereunder and shall have paid 
the rental herein provided for, for the full term 
of the lease, and all indebtedness, including 
interest, represented by said $250,000.00 Florida 
State Improvement Commission Gilchrist County 
Road Revenue Bonds has been paid and satis¬ 
fied, then the title and absolute ownership to 
all the property included in the lease shall 
thereupon immediately be vested in the State of 
Florida in fee simple; and the Lessor covenants 
and agrees to, and will thereupon deliver to, 
the Department such deeds and conveyances as 
may be necessary or convenient to vest full title 
and ownership of all said property in the State 
of Florida.

LEON COUNTY'S SURPLUS GAS TAX 
FUND AND ROAD PROGRAM 
UNDER FSIC 

On motion of Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, on November 17, 1947 the State 
Road Department of Florida, by proper resolu¬ 
tion, acceded to the request of Leon County to 
participate in the construction of certain roads 
in Leon County to be financed by the issuance 
of Florida State Improvement Commission bonds, 
said roads being described as follows: 

1. State Road No. 373; Beginning at end 
of pavement at State Maintenance 
Camp and run Southwesterly via 
Spring Hill approximately 9.6 miles 
to the Wakulla County Line. 

2. Beginning at a point on State Road 
61 about 2 miles South of Tallahassee 
and run West approximately 1.8 miles 
to S. R. 373. 

3. Beginning at State Road 61 at Bellair 
and run Easterly and North 5.59 miles 
to the old St. Augustine Road. 

4. Old Miccosukee Road: From end of 
present pavement about 2.5 miles East 
of Tallahassee run Northeast 8.72 miles. 

5. Beginning at end of present pavement 
on the Centerville Road and run North¬ 
east and East 8.57 miles to S. R. 59 at 
Miccosukee 

6. Beginning at a point on S. R. 155 about 
2 miles North of Meridian and run 
Easterly 5.97 miles to intersect S. R. 

61 at Iamonia. 

7. Beginning at a point on Project 6 
about 2 miles West of S. R. 61 and 
run South 1.25 miles to Lake Iamonia. 

8. Old Bainbridge Road: Beginning at 
Project 9 (Tharpe Street extended) and 


run Northwesterly 6.15 miles to S. R. 

63 at Lake Jackson. 

9. Tharpe Street extended: From S. R. 

63 in North Tallahassee run Westerly 
4.49 miles to intersect S. R. 10, 

and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department has 
caused to be prepared an estimate of the cost 
of constructing said roads and finds the same 
to be approximately $531,600; and 

WHEREAS, Leon County is at the present time 
indebted to the State Road Department in the 
approximate sum of $240,000 for sums advanced 
for road purposes, which indebtedness is a lien 
upon and to be repaid out of the 80% surplus 
gasoline taxes accruing to the credit of Leon 
County; and 

WHEREAS, the State Board of Administration 
has notified the State Road Department that 
an issue of Florida State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion bonds in the approximate amount of $540,- 
000 for road construction purposes in Leon 
County, to be repaid out of the 80% surplus 
gasoline taxes accruing to Leon County, would 
be fiscally sound if the present indebtedness of 
Leon County to the State Road Department in 
the sum of $240,000 were subordinated and made 
inferior to said Improvement Commission bonds, 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers of Leon County, by resolution adopted on 
the 13th day of January 1948, requested the 
State Road Department to subordinate its claim 
for $240,000 against the 80% surplus gasoline 
tax accruing to the credit of Leon County to 
the State Improvement Commission bonds for 
construction of State Roads in Leon County if 
and when the same shall be issued; and 

WHEREAS, in said resolution of January 13, 
1948, the Board of Leon County Commissioners 
agreed that in the event of the adoption of 
pending constitutional amendment relating to ltf 
of gasoline taxes (HJR No. 1269) such funds 
as shall accrue to the State Road Department 
under provisions of said amendment to be ex¬ 
pended by said Department in Leon County were 
pledged for the repayment of indebtedness in 
the sum of $240,000 now owing to the State 

Road Department by Leon County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
the State Road Department of Florida does 
hereby accede to the request of Leon County 
contained in the resolution of the Board of 
County Commissioners of Leon County, dated 
January 13, 1948, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in the 

event the Florida State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion shall issue bonds for the construction of 
the above described roads in Leon County, said 
bonds to be repaid out of the 80% surplus 

gasoline tax accruing to the credit of Leon 
County, said bonds shall constitute a first and 
prior lien on the 80% surplus gasoline tax 
accruing to Leon County and the present in¬ 
debtedness. of Leon County to the State Road 
Department in the sum of $240,000 shall be sub¬ 
ordinated and inferior to the lien of said bonds; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that certified 

copies of this resolution shall be furnished to 
the Board of County Commissioners of Leon 
County, the Florida State Improvement Com¬ 
mission and the State Board of Administration. 

APPROVAL OF RIGHT OF WAY ROAD 
9 IN BROWARD COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department pro¬ 
poses to construct a section of State Road No. 
9 in Broward County, Florida, identified as 
Section 8607-201, from the Dade County Line 
northerly to the north boundary of Section 21, 
Township 50 South, Range 42 East, and has 
requested Broward County to acquire for the 
Department all of the right of way necessary 
for the construction of said project; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department has 
caused to be prepared right of way maps show¬ 
ing the extent of the width and length of the 
right of way necessary for the construction of 
said project, which said right of way map con¬ 
sists of 7 sheets and has been approved by the 
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State Highway Engineer and certified by the 
Chairman under date of July 15, 1948 as the 
official right of way map for said section of 
said Road No. 9, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that

APPROVAL OF RIGHT OF WAY FOR 
ROAD 9 IN DADE COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department pro¬ 
poses to construct a section of State Road No. 
9 in Dade County, Florida, identified as Sec¬ 
tion 8724-203, from West line Sec. 22. T 52 S. R. 
41 E, in Opa Locka Northeasterly to Broward 
County line, and has requested Dade County 
to acquire for the Department all of the right 
of way necessary for the construction of said 
project; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department has 
caused to be prepared right of way maps show¬ 
ing the extent of the width and length of the 
right of way necessary for the construction 
of said project, which said right of way map 
consists of 5 sheets and has been approved by 
the State Highway Engineer and certified by 
the Chairman under date of August 9, 1947 
as the official right of way map for said sec¬ 
tion of said Road No. 9. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that

APPROVAL OF RIGHT OF WAY FOR 
ROAD 9 IN PALM BEACH COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department pro¬ 
poses to construct a section of State Road No. 9 
in Palm Beach County, Florida, identified as 
Section 9322-202, from the South line Sec. 31, 
T 46 S, R 43 E, in Yamato Northerly to North 
line of Bonita Heights Subdivision in Lantana, 
and has requested Palm Beach County to ac¬ 
quire for the Department all of the right of 
way necessary for the construction of said proj¬ 
ect; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department has 


caused to be prepared right of way maps show¬ 
ing the extent of the width and length of the 
right of way necessary for the construction of 
said project, which said right of way map con¬ 
sists of 8 sheets and has been approved by the 
State Highway Engineer and certified by the 
Chairman under date of January 26, 1948 as the 
official right of way map for said section of 
said Road No. 9, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that 
the State Road Department does hereby ratify 
and affirm the action of the State Highway 
Engineer and the Chairman of the State Road 
Department in approving and adopting said right 
of way map as the official right of way map 
for said section of said State Road No. 9; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the State 
Road Department of Florida does hereby find 
and determine that the width and extent of the 
right of way as shown on said right of way 
map is necessary for the construction, main¬ 
tenance, operation and use of the said Sectiom 
9322-202, State Road No. 9 as a state road. 

REQUEST FOR SPECIAL CULVERT AT 
EVERGLADES EXPERIMENT STATION 

A letter addressed to Mr. Fultz by Mr. R. V. 
Allison, Vice Director in Charge of the Ever¬ 
glades Experiment Station operated at Belle 
Glade, Florida by the College of Agriculture, 
University of Florida, was presented to the 
Board. This letter explained the need for a 
special culvert for drainage under State Road 
80 into the Hillsborough Canal at the location 
shown on the attached map, in connection with 
their tests for calibration of pumps used for 
land reclamation, with the suggestion that a 
6 foot by 8 foot culvert was considered ade¬ 
quate for the flow from the pumps serving the 
825 acres of the Station Farm, and requested 
the Road Department to install such a culvert. 
Also in this connection Mr. F. C. Elliot, En¬ 
gineer and Secretary of the Board of Trustees 
of the Internal Improvement Fund, came before 
the Board for the purpose of making any ex¬ 
planations that might assist the Members of 
the Road Department to better understand the 
operations at the Station and the need for the 
culvert requested. Mr. Elliot offered the sug¬ 
gestion that the proposed culvert could be in¬ 
cluded in the laboratory tests of this calibra¬ 
tion project, and the findings would be available 
to the Department as information on the effi¬ 
ciency of this type of culvert. 

Mr. Fultz gave the Board the figure of $1,719.70 
as an estimate on the cost of such a culvert, 
and on his motion, seconded by Mr. Campbell, 
the Board agreed that the Road Department 
would take care of the installation of this culvert, 
upon receipt of a resolution from the Board of 
Control making such request. 

DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 
ALACHUA COUNTY 

Widening of Road 26 East of Gainesville 

Messrs. Pat Keeter, Finley Cannon and Julius 
Perkins of Gainesville appeared to request the 
Department to improve and widen Road 26 
from the Eastern City Limits of Gainesville out 
to the location of the proposed Veterans Hospital, 
about 1.6 miles from the city limits. Mr. Cannon 
pointed out the six-lane width of this road as 


it extends from University Avenue to the city 
limits and its narrow width beyond that point 
He said the plans for the proposed hospital show 
it to contain about three and one-half times 
the cubic feet of the University of Florida, and 
expressed the opinion that it should be consid¬ 
ered a project of state-wide interest rather than 
one of only local interest. He exhibited a letter 
from the U. S. District Engineer addressed to 
Mr. C. A. Pound, Chairman of Public Relations 
of the Gainesville Chamber of Commerce, dated 
July 15, 1948, describing the proposed project 

of 27 buildings, stating that it is anticipated 
to be placed under contract by January of 1949 
and urging the widening and improvement of 
the road in order to facilitate the movement 
of heavy traffic and eliminate possible delays 
during the construction of the hospital. Mr. 
Keeter said they now have assurance that it 
will be built, after working on the project for 
about four years. 

Road to be Widened When Contract 
Let for Hospital 

On motion by Mr. Guernsey, seconded by 
Mr. Fultz, the Board agreed that the Depart¬ 
ment will find the funds with which to build 
a four-lane highway from the city limits of 
Gainesville out to the hospital site, upon receipt 
of factual evidence that contract has been let 
for the building of the hospital. 

BROWARD COUNTY 

County Commissioner S. C. Fox was present 
from Broward County, and speaking of the An¬ 
drews Avenue Bridge said they had been advised 
the bridge will be out 8 to 10 months. He said 
their engineers thought a temporary pontoon 
bridge across New River could be constructed 
at Southwest 1st Avenue for about $40,000 or 
$50,000 and they felt this should be done, so 
he had come to ask help from the Department. 

Chairman Bayless suggested that this mat¬ 
ter be taken up with the Congressional delega¬ 
tion from that District to ascertain if some sur¬ 
plus Navy pontoons could be secured for such 
a bridge, whereupon the Department would give 
further consideration to the matter. 

R/W for Rood 816, Oakland Park 
Access Road 

Mr. Fox reported the county as having no 
funds available for the right of way on the 
Oakland Park access road, Section 8609, Road 
816. 

Funds for Right of Way for Road 9 

Mr. Fox reported that Broward County would 
be unable to make its last payment of $10,000 
on the $100,000 which it had agreed to pay to 
the Road Department during the County fiscal 
year 1947-1948 for right of way costs for Sec¬ 
tion 8607, State Road No. 9 in Broward County, 
and requested the Department to extend the 
time for payment of this final $10,000 until 
sometime after December collections for the 
year 1948 should begin. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that Broward County is 
hereby granted an extension of time not to ex¬ 
tend beyond December 31, 1948 in which to make 
final payment of $10,000 on its contribution for 
costs of right of way for Section 8607, State 
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Road No. 9, as agreed to between Broward County 
and the State Road Department by agreement 
dated July 1, 1947. 

Request for Exchange of Building Sites 
with SRD 

Mr. Julian E. Ross, Attorney for the Board 
of Public Instruction of Broward County, came 
before the Road Board in further interest of 
a matter which he had presented to Mr. Fultz in 
a letter of July 15, i.e. the request of his Board 
that the Road Department transfer title to 
certain property now owned and occupied by 
the Department in Fort Lauderdale, for use as 
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building sites for schools in Fort Lauderdale 
in exchange of other property which Broward 
County will acquire and deed to the Road De¬ 
partment. In his letter and in his remarks to 
the Board, Mr. Ross explained the reasons for 
this request and urged the Board to give it fa¬ 
vorable consideration at the earliest possible 
date. 

This request was referred to Mr. W. A. Krat- 
zert, Maintenance Engineer for the Department, 
for a prompt investigation and report to the 
Chairman, and authority was given to the Chair¬ 
man to act as in his judgment the circumstances 
seem to justify. 

DADE COUNTY 
Streets in Coral Gables 

Two resolutions from the City Commission of 
Coral Gables making requests in connection 
with the designation of certain city streets as 
sections of state roads, and one request for a 
change in type of construction on one street, 
were taken up by the Board and, on motion by 
Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Guernsey, were 
referred to Mr. DeGarmo for a report at the 
next meeting. 

Encroachment of Development in Hialeah 
on Road 25 

Representative Bill Lantaff of Miami appeared 
as an attorney for Mr. A. J. Churchill, a prop¬ 
erty owner in the Hialeah section. Mr. Lantaff 
said that Mr. Churchill had built some apart¬ 
ments along the canal on Road 25 on land which, 
until after this development he had thought 
was included in his property, but now he finds 
that it has encroached on the road right of 
way. He said that Mr. Churchill had donated 
lands to the Department for right of way pur¬ 
poses, and his request now is that the Depart¬ 
ment release to him the parcels in which the 
encroachments lie, and Mr. Lantaff stated that 
he believed the records will show that the De¬ 
partment has released other parcels through this 
section. 

Mr. Lantaff was requested to furnish a map 
showing which, if any, sections along this road 
have been released, and the Board adopted a 
motion made by Mr. Guernsey and seconded by 
Mr. Campbell, that this matter be referred to 
the Chairman, Mr. Fultz and Mr. DeGarmo, with 
authority to act. 

DIXIE COUNTY 

Mr. J. H. Dowling, Engineer, spoke for Dixie 
County, urging that the County road program 
to be constructed and financed through the 
State Improvement Commission be gotten under 
way at the earliest possible date. 

FLAGLER COUNTY AND ST. JOHNS 

Senator-elect Verle Pope came with Mr. W. F. 
Rolleston of Marineland to request maintenance 
on Road A1A from Flagler Beach to St. Au¬ 
gustine, stating this road is rough and that

winter traffic is approaching. 

Mr. Pope also asked the Board to go ahead 
with the contract on Road 206 in St. Johns 
County, giving his assurance that the county 
would secure the right of way, and asked for 
maintenance on Road 306 in St. John County, 
from U. S. Highway No. 1 to Ponte Verda, on 
Road A1A, where he said the Federal Govern¬ 
ment is obligated to maintain the bridge across 
the inland waterway. 

HENDRY COUNTY 
(Also Palm Beach and Lee) 

Those present from Hendry County were Messrs. 
Melvin Wilder, L. C. Nipper, J. E. Beardsley, 
Chas. B. Owens and W. N. Martin, with Mr. 
Beardsley acting as their spokesman. They were 
joined by a group from the Palm Beach County 
delegation in their request for improvement or 
reconstruction of State Road 80. 

State Road No. 80 

Mr. Beardsley spoke of Road 80 between Clew- 
iston and South Bay, judging it to be probably 
the worst section of road in the State carrying 
a like amount of traffic and he pointed out the 
fact that about 2.2 miles are in Hendry County 
and 14 miles in Palm Beach County. He said 
they would like to have a new road built, on a 
new location to eliminate all curves, but he 
knew the cost would be prohibitive and they 
requested the same type of work as done on 
the Belle Glade-Pahokee Road. Member Courtney 
Campbell of the Road Board said that Repre¬ 
sentative Elbert Stewart and County Commis¬ 
sioner Chas. E. Minor of Hendry County had 
requested him to have something done to im¬ 
prove this road. Representative-elect John Bol¬ 
linger of Palm Beach County said he considered 
it imperative that the road be repaired and he 
hoped the Department could do it. 

Senator Beacham remarked that if they were 
forced to move their vegetables out by railroad 
only, the state would lose a lot of revenue, and 
that if relief is not given soon traffic will have 
to stop. Others spoke of the rapid deterioration 
of trucks and tires driven on this road and of 
the difficulty in obtaining drivers for this road. 
A resolution signed by representatives of sev¬ 
eral civic organizations was filed. 

Mayor George McCampbell of West Palm Beach 
told the Board that tourists wished to go through 
the Everglades, and the stretch of road between 
Loxahatchee and Twenty mile Bend is in need 
of work, but the purpose of the delegation was 
to ask for work on the section between Clewiston 
and South Bay. Mayor Ralph Curtz of Fort 
Myers who with others from Lee County had 
joined this group, told the Board that he owned 
about 5,000 acres of land in this section and that 
he traveled this road often, and he felt it was 
not a road of local interest only but affected 
travel from other parts of the State, but that 
tourists are now avoiding it. 

Commissioner Paul Rardin’s opinion was that 
a retread job would be more serviceable than 
a method that required disturbance of the base. 

Mr. Fultz told the delegation that this road 
is a muck problem which the Department is not 
yet decided how to handle, since the last work 
is now practically gone, and he asked if the 
delegation would recommend concentrating on 
the section of the road from Clewiston to South 
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Bay, with a little maintenance patching on the 
rest of the road, and the entire delegation voted 
in favor of this procedure. 

HERNANDO COUNTY 
Cross-state Highway 

Mr. A. A. McKeithen was the spokesman for 
a delegation consisting of Senator Joe Johnson, 
Representative Travis Philips and Mr. Jim White¬ 
hurst of Hernando County, H. P. Leu and A. C. 
Slaughter of Orange County, and L. D. Edge 
of Lake County, which came in interest of the 
Central Florida Cross-state Highway. Mr. Mc¬ 
Keithen asked the Board to make a survey of 
this road from Groveland to Brooksville and 
on to the West Coast Highway, urging that this 
be done as soon as possible. Division Engineer 
Turnbull advised that this survey could be started 
within three weeks. 

HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 

Those present from Hillsborough County in¬ 
cluded City Attorney Wm. E. Thompson of 
Tampa, Sidney Lilliot of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, and County Commissioners Earl Sim¬ 
mons and Elbert Moore. 

Proposed Tampa Bathing Beach 

Mr. Thompson representing the City of Tampa 
asked the Department to lease a portion of the 
Courtney Campbell Parkway to the City of Tam¬ 
pa where it is proposed to develop a public 
bathing beach, explaining that the beach would 
be filled in and developed outside of the road 
right of way. He said the location desired begins 
at the first drawbridge and runs east about 2000 
feet. Mr. Thompson further explained that the 
City plans to have this project financed through 
the State Improvement Commission, and a de¬ 
tailed outline of this plan would be submitted 
to the Department. 

Member Courtney Campbell advised the Board 
and Mr. Thompson that he favored the pro¬ 
posed project, but he asked that the City o: 
Tampa prepare and submit to the Department 
a written statement of its intentions, including 
program of improvements, concessions contem¬ 
plated, etc. in order that the Board may have 
it for study. 

Maintenance of Road 674 East of 
Road 43 

Commissioner Elbert Moore requested the De¬ 
partment to take over for maintenance Road 
674 east of old State Road 5, now Road 43, to 
the county line, a distance of about 16 miles, 
stating that they had obtained 90% of the 100- 

foot right of way and would obtain all the bal¬ 

ance. 

On motion by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that when Hillsborough 
County has delivered to the Road Department 
the 100-foot right of way for the entire dis¬ 
tance from State Road 43 east to the county 

line, the said road will be taken over for rou¬ 
tine State maintenance. 

Survey of Extension of Dale Mabry 
Highway 

Mr. Moore requested a survey of the exten¬ 



sion of Dale Mabry Highway, stating the County 
has some money and will pay for one-half the 
cost of such survey. 

LAFAYETTE COUNTY ROAD PROGRAM 

Mr. J. H. Dowling, Engineer, appeared before 
the Board in interest of Lafayette County’s 
road program, and requested the Road Board 
to make available the $100,000 which was agreed 
to be added to the County funds derived from 
the issuance of revenue certificates, and to get 
this program under way at the earliest possible 
date. 

The Chairman discussed this with the other 
Members, and it was the consensus of the 
Board that due to the financial condition 
the Department it was with regret they were 
unable to make the $100,000 available. 

LEE COUNTY 

(Also see Road 80 under Hendry Co.) 

Those present from Lee County were: Repre¬ 


sentative Scott Hough, Harry Stringfellow, Chair¬ 
man, and H. E. Keen, Member, of the Board 
of County Commissioners, Mayor R. Ralph 
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Curtz, J. G. Holst and Paul Franklin of the 
City of Fort Myers. 

Mr. Stringfellow presented their interest in 
Road 82 to Immokalee and asked when the con¬ 
tract would be let on this road. The delegation 
was advised by Chairman Bayless that this 
project would be included among those on which 
bids would be received in August. 

MARTIN COUNTY 

Representative Marvin Rowell, A. A. Hendry, 
County Road Superintendent, and P. L. Hinson 
were present from Martin County. 

State Road 714, Martin Highway 
(Old Road 111) 

Mr. Hendry spoke to the Road Board with 
reference to the emergency which he said existed 
on State Road 714 (Old Road No. Ill), known 
as the Martin Highway, and presented a resolu¬ 
tion from the Board of County Commissioners 
dated June 3, 1948, asking that from the $25,000 
allowed by the Road Department to Martin 
County by resolution of January 13, 1947, for 

uhe purchase of right of way on U. S. Highway 
1, to be charged against the County’s surplus 
gasoline tax funds, the County now asks that 
the Department accept Martin County’s release 
of $15,000, and permit the said sum of $15,000 
to be used for the emergency repair of Martin 
Highway, State Road 714, in order that said 
road may be opened to traffic. Member Fultz 
had previously been furnished with a certified 
copy of this resolution. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that pursuant to Martin 
County’s request as set out in resolution of June 
3, this Department will advance a sum not to 
exceed $10,000 to the County for emergency 
repair on Road 714, Martin Highway, upon re¬ 
ceipt from the County of a new resolution agree¬ 
ing to supplement this advance with $5,000 from 
county funds, and reaffirming its resolution 
dated June 3, 1948. 

Mr. Rowell filed a resolution requesting that 
one mile of Road 714 through Palm City be 
widened and repaired. He was advised that the 
State Maintenance Department will furnish the 
labor and take care of this, provided the County 
will furnish the material. The other request 
contained in this resolution was not given con¬ 
sideration because it was not for a state-desig¬ 
nated road. 

Mr. Hinson appeared to request that a culvert 
be constructed under the highway in order to 
allow the water to drain off his property located 
in T 40 S, R 39 E, Martin County, but no ac¬ 
tion was taken on this at this time. 

Jensen Bridge 

The Board received and considered a letter 
from the Jensen Beach Business Men’s Associa¬ 
tion, addressed to Mr. Fultz, with reference to 
the proposed Jensen Bridge. The letter outlined 
the history of negotiations in connection with 
this bridge, citation of special legislative acts 
looking toward its construction, a statement pur¬ 
porting to be an expression of the views of local 
tax payers of that section, and several sugges¬ 
tions for procedure in getting the bridge built, 
and was signed by the President, Secretary, and 
Members of a special committee.

The Members of the Road Department agreed 
that something should be done to provide for 
the construction of this bridge in the near future, 
but felt that because it is not on the State 
System of Roads and because of shortage of 
funds available for such purpose, the work cannot 
be done at this time. 

OKEECHOBEE COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the item on the agenda for this 
meeting, to approve the road program of Okee¬ 
chobee County to be financed through the State 
Improvement Commission, and authorize execu¬ 
tion of lease-purchase agreement, was passed 
for this time upon receipt of advice from the 
County that it wished to make a change in the 
proposed projects. The Chairman said that Rep¬ 
resentative Hendry of Okeechobee had talked to 
him about this. 

OSCEOLA COUNTY 

Mr. Lawrence Rogers, Attorney for Osceola 
County, was present to request that funds set 
up in the budget for use on Road 535, known 
as the Vineland Road, not be used for that 
purpose but be transferred for use on the Lake 
Wilson Road, where it now appeared that funds 
would be short. He said the County hoped the 
Department would take over the Vineland Road 
for maintenance. No action was taken at this 
time, pending study and recommendation from 
the Board Member and the Division Engineer 
from the Fifth District. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY 
(See Road 80 under Hendry County) 

The delegation registered from Palm Beach 
County were as follows: Senator John E. Beach- 
am, Representative-elect John Bollinger, C. Y. 
Byrd, Chairman, and Members A. A. Poston, 
John Prince and Paul Rardin of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Harry Johnston, County 
Attorney, Mayor Geo. McCampbell, Cecil Vaughn, 
R. D. Hill, Hudson Tooke and Earl Gardner of 
West Palm Beach, Russell Fisher of South Bay, 
Mayor Joe Mitchell of Boca Raton, Luther Jones 
of Belle Glade, Mayor J. D. Gedney of Mana- 
lapan, and W. H. Hitt. 

Road 808 

Mr. Mitchell spoke concerning the construc¬ 
tion of State Road 808, towards which the Town 
of Boca Raton had offered the sum of $25,000, 
to be matched by the Department. He stated 
that now it is found that the allocation of 
Town and Department funds in the sum of 
$50,000 will not build this road, but he asked 
that this money be used on the road as far 
as it will go, beginning at the west end. 

Right- of Way Situation in County 

Mr. Byrd reported to the Board concerning 
right of way commitments in Palm Beach County. 
He stated that all for A1A at Briny Breezes 
was completed, that the entire right of way on 
Road 7 is secured, and that 87 ! /2% had been 
secured on Road 9 and the other part being 
condemned. 

He spoke of the 8th Street Bridge in Delray, 
said the amount from bonds issued is not suf¬ 
ficient, and filed a resolution requesting $90,000 
additional funds from the 80% surplus gasoline 
tax fund to complete this project. He also request¬ 
ed that the Manalapan project go forward, with 
the County’s pledge of sufficient funds from its 
80% surplus to complete the project over the 
amount set up in the budget. He asked that the 
first 80% surplus be pledged to 8th Street Bridge 
in Delray and the second to the Manalapan 
project. Mr. Gedney and Mr. Prince also spoke 
in behalf of the Manalapan road, saying they 
had no way to get out. 

Allocation of 80% Surplus in Palm 
Beach County 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 
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BE IT RESOLVED that the unobligated 80% 
surplus gasoline tax fund to the credit of Palm 
Beach County be used in the following amounts 
and in the order named: Amount necessary 
to meet the actual cost of the Manalapan road, 
over the amount stated in the budget; $90,000 
to the 8th Street Bridge in Delray; $50,000 to 
the section of Road 80 between South Bay and 
Clewiston. 

Manalapan Road Project Bids 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 

Campbell, the Board asked the Engineer to have 
the Manalapan Road advertised for bids to be 
received in October. 

Bids on Boca Raton Road Project 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 

Guernsey, the Board agreed that on the under¬ 
standing that the sum of $25,000 is being con¬ 
tributed and sent to the Department by the 
Town of Boca Raton, the Boca Raton Road 
project is to be included in the October letting. 

Road Program in Palm Beach County 
To Be Financed through the Florida 
State Improvement Commission 

Mr. Byrd filed a resolution from the County 
Commissioners outlining their proposed program 
of road construction to be financed through 
the State Improvement Commission. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Chairman be and 
he is hereby authorized to (1) assist the Board 
of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
in making up its program of roads desired 
to be constructed by the State Road Department, 
financed through bonds issued by the Florida 
State Improvement Commission, in an amount 
which may be approved by the State Board 
of Administration as the maximum for retirement 
by Palm Beach County’s 80% Gas Tax Fund; to 
(2) approve said program on behalf of the De- 
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partment, and to (3) arrange all necessary de¬ 
tails of constructing and financing same with 
the State Improvement Commission. 

Release of Right of Way to W. A. 
Bound, Inc., Surfside—State Road 
5 in Palm Beach County 

Senator Beacham came before the Board rep¬ 
resenting W. A. Bound, Inc. stating that when 
Mr. Bound agreed to give the Department title 
to two lots at the intersection of Atlantic Boule¬ 
vard and State Road 5 he understood that he 
was to be given a release of the right of way 
reservation on the two lots where his buildings 
encroached on the right of way of Road 5, one 
on the west side and one on the east side of 

the highway, but in the Board’s action of De¬ 

cember 8, 1947, the release was authorized only 
on the west side. Senator Beacham exhibited 
a map and explained this situation to the 

Board and requested the release of the 17-foot 
rtrip on the east side. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 

Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that in further considera¬ 
tion of the valuable property deeded to this 
Department by W. A. Bound, Inc. on Road 5 
at Atlantic Boulevard, in Surfside in Palm 
Beach County, this Department agrees to release 
all the right of way reservation on the east side 
of State Road 5 beyond a line 33 feet from the 
centerline of the road, as contained in Palm 
Beach County Deed No. 593, recorded in Deed 
Book 618 at page 233 of the Public Records of 
Palm Beach County, as was intended when the 
Board released a similar reservation on the 
west side in its action of December 8, 1947; 
and the Chairman and Secretary of this De¬ 
partment are hereby authorized to execute the 
proper instrument to affect the provisions of 
this resolution. 

PINELLAS COUNTY 

Messrs. W. A. McMullen, County Engineer, 
Frank G. Merrin, Right of Way Agent, and 
City Councilman E. C. Queen of St. Petersburg 
were present from Pinellas County. 

Discussion of Belloir Causeway 

Mr. McMullen referred to the request of Pinel¬ 
las County that the Department agree to main¬ 
tain Bellair Causeway, upon its completion, and 
of the resolution of the Pinellas County Board 
of Commissioners of May 18 in which, pursuant 
to the Department’s requirement that the County 
stand committed to pump up additional ground 
north and south of the area to be used as public 
park facilities, the County agreed it “would pump 
up the additional area requested by the State 
Road Department if found within reason upon 
the receipt of the plans and specifications for 
the park area desired from the State Road De¬ 
partment.’’ 

Chairman Bayless asked Mr. McMullen wheth¬ 
er or not the County had been able to ac¬ 
quire an area on the Gulf Beach for use as a 
public park, whereupon Mr. McMullen expressed 
doubt that sufficient lands would be available 
in this location. The Board advised Mr. McMullen 
they very much desired an area fronting the 
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Gulf and asked him to determine whether or 
not the County would be able to acquire same 
and to advise the Department of his findings. 

On motion by Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the Board reaffirmed its former action 
and deterred acceptance of the Pinellas County 
Commissioner’s resolution of May 18 until it 
may be changed to indicate whether or not the 
desired park area will be obtained, and if so, 
whether it will be acquired on the Gulf beach 
or be pumped up adjacent to the causeway. 

Mr. McMullen advised the Board that the 
County desired to turn over all the money to 
the Road Department, with request to handle 
the construction of the project, and was ad¬ 
vised that the Department would adopt a resolu¬ 
tion approving the project. 

Streets in St. Petersburg 

Mr. Queen requested the Department to improve 
Tyrone Avenue and 5th Avenue North in the 
City of St. Petersburg, designated as U. S. 19, 
which he described as the largest artery into the 
city. He stated that this stretch of 6 miles will 
shortly have to be complely rebuilt if something 
is not done to improve it. He was advised that 
the new location of the Gulf Coast Highway, 
Road 55, is the number 1 project in Pinellas 
County and on account of the shortage of funds 
will be the only construction in that county dur¬ 
ing the remainder of 1948. Chairman Bayless 
suggested the Board could make a recommenda¬ 
tion to their successors that the improvement 
of Tyrone Avenue and 5th Avenue North become 
the number 1 project for next year. 

POLK COUNTY 
Road 25 

Messrs. John Lesley and J. R. Wadsworth were 
present from Polk County and presented a reso¬ 
lution from the County Commissioners stating 
that it was desirable in the construction of 
State Road 25 that the section north of Haines 
City be constructed before that lying between 
Haines City and Lake Wales, and requesting that 
the Budget be amended to provide for the north 
section of Road 25 in lieu of that part between 
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Haines City and Lake Wales. This request was 
agreeable to the Board and by unanimous con¬ 
sent the change was ordered made. 

Connecting Link in Fort Meade 

A resolution adopted by the Fort Meade Post 
No. 23 American Legion, Fort Meade, asking 
for improvements to Charleston Avenue from 
North First Street to North Ninth Street in the 
City of Fort Meade, as a connecting link for 
State Road 35, U. S. Highway No. 17, was re¬ 
ceived, but the Secretary was requested to ac¬ 
knowledge and advise that this request would 
be considered at the proper time. 

PUTNAM COUNTY 

The Board gave consideration to the request 
from the Bond Trustees of Putnam County that 
State Road 26 from the Alachua County line 
via Melrose and on to its intersection with 
Road 100 be taken over for state maintenance, 
but deferred action pending further study and 
until such time as additions are made to the 
State Maintained System. 

ST. JOHNS COUNTY 

(Delegation and requests given under Flagler 
County.) 

ST. LUCIE COUNTY 

Representative D. H. Saunders, R. E. Ford, 
County Attorney, Chairman Dewey Wilcox and 
Members Jimmy Barry and Lane Jennings of 
the Board of County Commissioners, Mayor C. D. 
Mustaine, City Clerk Geo. Mitchell and City 
Attorney James Sample of Fort Pierce were pres¬ 
ent from St. Lucie County. 

Mr. Ford spoke in behalf of farm-to-market 
roads in St. Lucie County and filed a map show¬ 
ing the three roads which he stated were serious¬ 


ly in need of repair. He told the Board that 
the County Commissioners has adopted a resolu¬ 
tion asking the Improvement Commission to 
finance the improvement of these roads by a 
$500,000 bond issue, and said the Board of 
Administration advised that this obligation should 
be paid off in 7 or 8 years. Mr. Ford further 
stated the County had some money on hand 
and he asked that work be begun as soon as pos¬ 
sible on the Angle Road, the one designated as 
No. 1 on the map. 

Construction of the Angle Road 

On motion by Mr. Fultz seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that if St. Lucie County 
immediately acquires all the necessary right of 
way for the Angle Road and certifies same to 
the Department, and furnishes the Department 
with a resolution requesting the use of county 
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funds up to $80,000 for this purpose, the Depart¬ 
ment commits itself to proceed with the con¬ 
struction of said road. 

Road 5 North of Fort Pierce 

Representative Saunders made a strong appeal 
for the construction of the east lane of the pro¬ 
posed 4-lane section of State Road 5, U. S. High¬ 
way 1, from Fort Pierce to the Indian River Coun¬ 
ty line, along which the Department is now build¬ 
ing the west lane. He said that since the road¬ 
bed is there now, something should be done 
about the paving. 

Chairman Bayless advised Mr. Saunders that 
he believed this Board would recommend to its 
successors that this work be done. 

Road Program in St. Lucie County—To 
Be Financed through Florida State 
Improvement Commission 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Chairman be and 
he is hereby authorized to (1) assist the Board 
of County Commissioners of St. Lucie County in 
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making up its program of roads desired to be 
constructed by the State Road Department, fi¬ 
nanced through bonds issued by the Florida 
State Improvement Commission, in an amount 
which may be approved by the State Board of 
Administration as the maximum for retirement 
by St. Lucie County’s 80% Gas Tax Fund; to (2) 
approve said program on behalf of the Depart¬ 
ment, and to (3) arrange all necessary details 
of constructing and financing same with the 
State Improvement Commission. 

Right of Way for Road 5 in Fort Pierce 

Mr. Sample tnanked the Board for the work 
the Department has done in the City of Fort 
Pierce, then he requested the Department to 
return to the City the right of way which had 
been secured for rebuilding of State Road 5 
through the city but which was never used 
because the city could not meet other require¬ 
ments made by the Department. He presented 
a resolution adopted by the City Commission 
containing this request, and told the Board that 
there was about $20,000 in escrow on some of 
this property, which the City would like to 
get released for use in city paving work while 
tne contractor is on that location. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that, pursuant to the re¬ 
quest of the Fort Pierce City Commission, this 
Department release to the City of Fort Pierce 
the deeds prepared for those parcels on the 
right of way for the rebuilding of State Road 
5 within the City, on which the sale was not 
consummated, in order that the City may re¬ 
deem the funds held in escrow, with the request 
from this Department that the City set up a 
zoning regulation for the area in question, to 
prevent encroachments within the width of the 
proposed right of way for the road. 

SUMTER COUNTY 

A telegram was received from James West, 
Attorney, and Roy Caruthers, Clerk for the 
Board of County Commissioners of Sumter Coun¬ 
ty, asking the Department to use all excess gaso¬ 
line moneys of that county on the 3-mile stretch 
of Road 48 between Bushnell and Beville’s Cor¬ 
ner, stating that all right of way deeds and 
engineering data are ready for immediate con¬ 
struction. The telegram also expressed apprecia¬ 
tion for what has been done for Sumter County. 

VOLUSIA COUNTY 

A telegram was received from the DeLand 
Chamber of Commerce urging the reconstruc¬ 
tion of State Road 15 from the north city limits 
of DeLand to its intersection with Road 600, the 
new road to Daytona Beach, and Mr. Lewis H. 
Tribble, of DeLand and Tallahassee, appeared 
before the Board to speak in behalf of this 
short section of road which forms a link in 
several main highways. Mr. Tribble was ad¬ 
vised that the project would have the Board’s 
serious consideration. 

APPROVAL OF THE BELLEAIR BEACH 
CAUSEWAY PROJECT—CONSTRUCTION 
AS TOLL PROJECT IN PINELLAS 
COUNTY 

On motion by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Pinellas County, a political sub¬ 
division of the State of Florida, has planned to 

build a causeway and bridge from the main¬ 


land to a point on Belleair Beach on Sand Key, 
in said County; and 

WHEREAS, the County proposes to charge tolls 
of the general public for the use of the facili¬ 
ties until the revenues therefrom will liquidate 
the revenue bonds contemplated to be issued by 
Pinellas County to finance the construction of 
the entire facility; and 

WHEREAS, Pinellas County has submitted the 
plans and specifications for the construction of 
the project which have been prepared under the 
direction and supervision and control of the 
Engineering Department of the State Road De¬ 
partment of the State of Florida; and 

WHEREAS, the plans and specifications so pre¬ 
pared have been submitted to the Board of 
County Commissioners of Pinellas County and 
have been by them approved; and 

WHEREAS, Pinellas County has heretofore of¬ 
ficially requested that the State Road Depart¬ 
ment approve in principle the project and recog¬ 
nize the adoption of such plans and specifica¬ 
tions by the Board of County Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers are desirous of having the project constructed 
and completed under the direction and supervi¬ 
sion and control of the State Road Department, 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the State 
Road Department of the State of Florida; 

Section 1. That the plans and specifications 
prepared in the manner as aforesaid and adopted 
by the Board of County Commissioners of Pinel¬ 
las County, Florida, be, and the same are reaf¬ 
firmed and adopted by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment of the State of Florida. 

Section 2. That the State Road Department 
of Florida approves in principle the contem¬ 
plated project, and, that, if, as and when bids 
have been received by the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Pinellas County for the construc¬ 
tion of the project, and upon concurrence by 
the State Road Department, that the contract 
for such construction has been awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder and the construction 
of the project is ready to begin that sufficient 
personnel of the State Road Department be as¬ 
signed to the project to supervise the construc¬ 
tion of all phases of the project in order to as¬ 
sure that the plans and specifications herein¬ 
above adopted are carried out. 

Section 3. That Pinellas County shall reim¬ 
burse the State Road Department for all of its 
actual expenses incurred in supervising the con¬ 
struction of this project, including the salaries 
of engineers and other necessary personnel as¬ 
signed to the project and their traveling ex¬ 
penses. 

Section 4. That the State Road Department 
shall in no wise be responsible for any overrun 
in the contract price. 

Section 5. That the obligations and responsi¬ 
bilities assumed by the State Road Department 
under this resolution are conditioned upon the 
State Road Department’s concurrence that the 
award of the contract has been made to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

Section 6. That certified copies of this resolu¬ 
tion be forwarded to the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Pinellas County, Florida.
